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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argued that Cooper fails to teach a 
microprocessor identity. The applicant claims the microprocessor identity uniquely identifying the microprocessor. Although the applicant 
claims that the microprocessor identity is etched into the microprocessor, the applicant does not claim that the identity does not change 
once it is assigned. As a result, the applicant claims an identity that identifies the specific microprocessor The machine id is used to 
identify the machine, which contains various elements including the microprocessor. Therefore the machine id identifies the 
microprocessor and thus corresponds to a microprocessor identity. 

The applicant argues further that Cooper and Jones cannot be properly combined because the system of Jones uses a random number to 
encrypt the user information. However at the time of the invention, it would have been obvious to use the single value of Cooper to 
encrypt the user information with a value that is sent and therefore substitute the value of Cooper for the random number of Jones 
because the communicating devices would not have to share the random number, as shown in Jones as part of the key management, and 
therefore would encrypt the information with a shared key. The applicant argued that Jones teaches a challenge response, this is not 
persuasive, Jones teaches key distribution as shown by the title. 

The applicant argues further that Friedman is completely silent with respect to annotating an image. This is not found persuasive. As 
indicated previously, the image of the individual corresponds to the name of the individual because the name identifies the individual and 
so does an image. 

The applicant argues further that Jones fails to teach or suggest a first memory storing identity data and a second memory with an 
operating system binding the digital identity data and the microprocessor identity. This is not persuasive because there is the first memory 
of the smart card that contains the password and the second identity, the host computer, with an operating system that can perform the 
binding process. /j 
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
